Zante Island, the "Fioro of Levante" known all over the world, 
remains today the island of fables and dreams, the diamond of the 
Ionian Sea. 

It’s enrapturing gardens, it’s picturesque narrow lanes, the guitar 
accompaniamentos in the night silence and the famous harmor ‘cal 
serenades are it’s outstanding characteristic features. 

There are numerous authors and philologists who have a name of 
sweetness and love to Zante. All this seems to be very little to express | 
what Zante really is. The old famous nobility is no more so apparent as 
in the past. But a careful eye can find it out in the souls of its people 
today, in their nobleness, their hospitality, their actions, their feelings, 
and their fine character. 

The shape of Zante is an irregular triangle. Zante is the most 
southern of the Ionian Islands, being between 37 - 48 latitude and 38 - 
45 longitude, 9km from Chelonapa Cape of Ilis and 15.5km from Catelio 
of Cephallonia. 

There are many worthwhile places to see in Zante attracting 
thousands of tourists yearly. First of all are its important caverns, such 
as Drakopilia (dragon cavern) at the end of Megalo Vouno. 

Around Zante there are many small islands such as Marathonissi, 
Pontikonissia, Aghios Sostis etc. They are all pisturesque and mostly 
attractive. 

In Zante there are a Jot of sulphureous curative springs. The most 
important are those of the Girakari area with bath accommodations. 

The most beautiful landscapes of Zante are: Mt. Skopos, Devia 
hill, Argassi with its orchards and last but not least, Strani Hill we

The creation of the world has always fascinated us. Throughout history, various 
theories have been put forward to try and explain our existance. Over the last century 
and a half, two major theories have been battling it out in the scientific community - 
the theory of evolution and the theory of special creation (which Is usually based on a 
literal interpretation of the Genesis story). | do not Intend to present a scientific 
argument for or against either theory that Is better left to qualified scientists. | wish to 
briefly outline the church's teaching on the creation of the world and the reason wrv It 
is so technologically important for these basic truths to be accepted by all Christians. 


Archbishop Stylianos has described the dogma of creation as the most fundamental in 
Christian teaching: Everything else depends upon what we believe about that. The. . 
church accepts that God created everything ‘ex nihilo’ (i.e. out of nothing) . This 
categorically rules out the -possibility that the universe was formed by chance. 
Furthermore it means that God didn’t fashion the world out of pre-existing matter or 
that the world was formed from God’s own essence (which is what many Eastern 


religions teach). 


From this ‘ex nihilo’ dogma, we can establish four major theological conclusions. 
Firstly, if God created out of nothing then he created in absolute freedom. Nothing 
complelled him to make the world. If matter ore-existed, the act of the materia! at 
hand. He would have been motivated to act so as to put some order in the pre-existed 
chaos. This isn't freedom. If on the other hand, God created out of his own essence 
then the world should share in God's essential attributes, eg. all-goodness, 
omnipotence, without end etc. This certainly isn't the case. 


Secondly, creation ‘ex nihilo’ means that God created in absolute love. God is 
essentially love and if we accept that he is complete in himself and that he acted 
freely then no other reason exists for the creation of the worid than that of love. This 
love began with the creation and was ultimately fulfilled in Jesus Christ. Thirdly, the 
fact that we aren't created from God's essence means we, as creation, are different 
from God. He Is the ‘totally other’. He is everything we are not. We can have real 
contact with him only through prayer. If, on the other hand, we shared God's ire 
then prayer would be irrelevent for we would be 

absolutely like God - identical. 


Finally, the fact that the world was created out of nothing, logically leads us to 
conclude that it will return to nothing. Then it is only God’s love acting through grace 
that seeks to transform the creation into something immortal and eternal. This Is the 
reason that Christ came Into the world and why we have hope in salvation. 


The Bible and the Church Fathers witness to the fact that God created the world out of 
nothing. We have seen how basic this doctrine is in understanding what God is like 
and the reason why he created.
